Rent Office Gives 
v Figures on Business 
In First Month of'5D 



In the first month of the new 
year, the Waukegan Rent Office has 
issued orders approving 259 rent in- 
creases on the petitions of landlords 
seeking adjustments under the li- 
beralized adjustment provisions of 
the federal rent law and regulation. 

J. Edwin Porter, Associate Rent 
Dire-itor said increase orders were 
issued during January on 93 per 
cent of the petitions processed. The 
rent officer processed 139 petitions, 
issuing increase orders on 132. 
These orders affect 259 dwelling 
units, which altogether get a mon- 
thly increase of $2926.40, or an aver- 
ago of $11.30 a month increase per 
unit. 

As services to tenants, the rent 
official pointed out that the rent 
office is authorized to take emer- 
gency action" in the case of tenant- 
reported lockouts and shutoffs of 
heat, light, water and gas, and that 
court injunction may bo resorted to 
if voluntary compliance with the 
luw by the landlord is not forth- 
coming. He referred also to the of- 
fice's authority to take court action 
on reports of rental bonus payments 
and furniture lie-in rentals.

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Priced Out Of The Market 

Marquis Childs, a columnist of liberal views 
who has often taken the side of labor in industrial 
controversies, recently discussed some important long- 
term aspects of John L. Lewis' policies as they affect 
the soft coal industry, the miners, and the public. In 
part, he said, "The demands that Lewis has been able 
to enforce because of his monopolistic hold have 
created a distortion with serious implications for the 
whole economy. It has contributed to price rises that 
have steadily pushed up the whole price level. As a 
result many Americans — in agriculture and outside 
the unionized industries — are being priced out of the 
market. . . . 

"If enough people are priced out of the mar- 
ket, it will be quickly felt in a lessening demand for 
consumer goods. Even a mild depression would be 
likely to play havoc with the welfare system that 
Lewis has got out of the coal industry; a system that 
has little relation to actual soundness."

fected spectacular relief in persons suffering with 
arthritis. Gall from nearly 100 cattle Is needed to 
produce enough cortisone for but a single week's 
treatment for the average patient. 

The drug is still in the research stage, with the 
medical profession seeking to find ways to prolong the 
dosage effect, and to establish factual data on sec- 
ondary side effects and possible toxicity. However, 
research is being hampered by the fact that too small 
a quantity of the drug is now available — there has 
not been enough for repeated and prolonged dosage 
for even a moderate number of people. This situation 
led to the Institute's request to its members to save 
all the cattle gall possible. 

A great amount of processing Is necessary to 
produce cortisone. One packing company, which Is 
working closely with a leading medical clinic, must 
carry out 32 different procedures before the raw gall 
Is reduced to the powdered acid form from which 
cortisone is extracted. A hundred pounds of raw gall 
produced only eight-tenths of a pound of acid — of 
which but one per cent is cortisone. 

By-products of the meat packing Industry have 
long been the source of various medicines, of which 
insulin, the only drug yet discovered that will control 
diabetes, is the best known. Cortisone may be an 
equal boon to those afflicted with arthritis.

Frank Kilbane, District Supcrvl 
sor of the 1050 Federal Census in 
the Thirteenth Congressional Dis 
trlct, has opened the district head 
quarters in the Waukegan post of 
ficc. 

The Seventeenth Decennial Cen- 
sus will be one of the greatest 
peace-time operations of the Feder- 
al Government and will involve 
tile employment of 140,000 numera- 
tors and 8,300 crew leaders. 

Kilbane will have charge of the 
320 persons who will be employed 
for the field operation In Lake 
County and the northern part of 
Cook County. The actual count will 
begin on April 10. 

Applications arc now being taken 
for the work of enumerators, who 
will be expected to call on 33 
dwellings dally. They will receive 
7 cents a house and 7 cents for each 
person living there. On this pieco- 
price basis, they will receive an 
estimate of SI 0.50 per day, accord- 
ing to Mr. Kilbane. 

The general requirements for an 
enumerator are that he be a citizen 
of the United States, have a high 
school education, and be able to 
write legibly, handle simple arith- 
metic and talk easily with people.

Conservation School 
On Fox Lake Will Be 
Busy Place in Summer 

The state conservation school at 
Lake Villa this summer will be the 
scene of an intensive conservation 
training program for high school 
superintendents, teachers and stu- 
dents. 

This was revealed today by State 
Conservation Director Leonard 
Schwartz in a press release from 
Springfield in which he pledged 
"the best hunting and fishing possi- 
ble for the sportsmen of Illinois" in 
1950. 

In connection with the Lake Villa 
training project, Schwartz conclud- 
ed that "an educated public is a 
must in the long range planning for 
the conservation of the natural re- 
sources of Illinois. "This education," 
he added, "must start with the 
training of teachers as well as 
youngsters." 

Schwartz revealed that many of 
the conservation department's for- 
mer methods and practices will be 
changed. One of the changes will 
affect the state's fish stock program. 

The director said a survey by de- 
partment experts and the Illinois 
Natural History survey of 45 arti- 
ficial lakes and ponds revealed that 
all were filled with stunted fish. 

The new program, he said, will 
prohibit the stocking of overpopu- 
lated waters and the removal of 
stunted fish which will be replaced 
with desirable specimens. 

He said public shooting areas 
throughout the state will be man- 
aged in 1950 along similar lines as 
in 1949, adding that it is hoped that 
the capacity of these can be ex- 
panded by acquisition of additional 
lands. 

Reforestation. and wildlife habitat 
plantings will continue to be car 
ried on, he promised, through dis- 
tribution of tree seedlings and mul 
tiflora rose. He said his engineer 
ing staff would also be available to 
those interested in farm pond plant 
ing. 

He asserted in conclusion that 
law enforcement in 1950 will be 
carried on along the same stepped 
up program it was last year.

LONDON.— The traveler or mot- 
orist passing Stafford may stop at 
the roadside and buy apples and 
cabbages grown by the premier 
earl of England and Ireland. 

Not exactly from his lordship, of 
course, but certainly from the 
fields owned and managed by the 
34-year old Earl of Shrewsbury 
and Wolerford. The earl lives In 
stately Ingestre Hall and is known 
locally as the "tilled Barrow boy." 

The vegetable stand Is not a 
pose or a stunt. The roadside enter- 
prise, the earl explains, Is just a 
commonsense effort to help save 
what is left of the premier earldom 
of the realm. It was created In 
1442, and while It Is not the oldest 
earldom in the land, it Is the first 
in prestige protocol. 

Cash Runnlnf Out 

Under a Socialist administration 
ond Jn an age In which the rural 
landlord is fast running out of 
ready cash, desperate measures 
were called for to preserve at least 
the heart of the old estate. 

There was a good deal to save 
and the carl, passing out farm 
produce. Is by no means a pauper — 
he's just land poor. One measure 
was the sale of a third of the 6,000 
acre estate; another was the road- 
side vegetable stand. The earl 
formerly sold produce and game 
to dealers and restaurants. He de- 
cided to reduce prices to the ulti- 
mate consumer and increase his 
own earnings by cutting out the 
middleman. 

He now dreams of setting up o 
string of stands and shops to be 
provisioned by the thousands of 
acres still under his control. 

He is equally proud of the sign 
on the vegetable stand which in- 
forms the passer that the 21st earl 
of Shrewsbury and Waterford is 
"licensed to deal in game." Such 
licenses are difficult to get, but the 
earl has his. Some of the games for 
sale Is shot by the carl himself in 
the woods and fields about Ingestre 
Hall. 

The auction sale of about 2,000 
acres, divided Into 13 farms and 
numerous small plots, was a spec- 
tacular example of what is happen- 
ing to Britain's aristocracy. It's 
not as cushy to be an carl as It 
was. 

Kept Old Tenants 
When the earl decided he had to 
retrench by selling some lands 1 
which had been in the family since 
the year 1170 he arranged, as far 
as possible, to have his old tenants 
buy the properties they occupied. 
The sale was necessary, said the 
auctioneer, because of the "merci- 
less taxation" to which the land 
has been subjected. The sale real- 
ized about 5414,000 under the old 
valuation of the British pound. 

"That's pretty good," the earl 
remarked ruefully, but Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps (chancellor of the ex- 
chequer) will get most of it."
